And ſuch were the forward Affections and 
Zeal of the Houſe of Commons, to promote what concerned the Service 
of Ireland, as they thereupon voted 200000 J. to be raiſed for the ſup- 
preſſing the ;/þ Rebellion, and for ſecuring of the Kingdom of England, 
and payment of the publick Debts. _ | E 

And that they might facilitate this great work of raiſing ſuch a Sum 
of Money, upon Credit of an Act of Parliament, before the Money could 
be collected throughout the Kingdom; they thought fit, for the better 
Encouragement of the City of London, and for the giving them full fa- 
tisfaction in point of ſecurity for the Monies ſo formerly lent them, to 
make this Order following.

HE Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, having a 

due regard to the good Aﬀettions of the City of London, expreſſed upon 
ſundry Occaſions by the advancing and lending of great Sums of Money, for 
the Service of this Common-wealth, and particularly the Sum of ooo I. lent 
for the Iriſh Affairs; and the Sum of yoooo 1. more lent by the ſaid City 
unto the Peers attending his Majeſty in the Northern Parts, before the begin- 
ning of this preſent Parliament, which are not yet paid, or dtherwiſe ſecured, 
hall be fully ſatisfied and repaid unto the ſaid City of London, with Interefi 
of 81. per Cent. for one Tear, out of ſuch Monies as are or ſhall be raiſed 
by Authority of Parliament.

Ing out of this Rebellion, filled with theſe moſt lamentable Spectacles of 
Porrow, which in-great numbers wandred up and down in all parts of the 
WOloathing to cover their Nakedneſs, no Food to fill their hungry Bel- 
ies. And to add to their Miſeries, they found all manner of Relief very 
« 7 orgy cp to their Wants, the Popiſh Inhabitants refuſing to mi- 
iter the leaſt Comfort unto them; ſo as thoſe ſad Creatures appeared 
like living Ghoſts in every Street. Many empty Houſes in the City, were 
by ſpecial direction taken up for them: Barns, Stables, and Out-Houſes 
filled with them, yet many lay in the open Streets, and others under 
Stalls, and there moſt miſerably periſhed. The Churches were the com- 
on Receptacles of the meaner ſort of them, who ſtood: there in a 
moſt doleful Poſture, - as Objects of Charity, in fo * multitudes, as 
there was ſcarce any ae into them. But thoſe of better quality, 
who could not frame themſelves to be common Beggars, crept into pri- 
vate Places; and ſome of them, that had not private Friends to relieve 
them, even waſted ſilently away, and fo died without noiſe. And fo bit- 
ter was the Remembrance of their former Condition, and ſo inſupporta- 
ble the Burthen of their preſent Calamity to many of them, as they 
even refaſed to be comforted. I have known of ſome that lay almoſt 
naked, and having Cloathes ſent, laid them by, refuſing to put them on. 
Others that world uld not ſtir to fetch themſelves Food, though they knew 
where it ſtood ready for them. But they continued to lie naſtily in their 
fithy Rags, and even their own Dung, not taking care to have any thing 
clean, handſome or comfortable about them. And ſo even worn out wr | 
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| 1641. the miſery of the Journey and cruel Uſage, having their Spirits = 
Yon their Bode waſted, 3 Senſes — lay bers Rina Poke 
; ing; and ſoon after they had recovered this Town, very many of them 
died, leaving their Bodies as Monuments of the moſt inhuman Cruelties 
uſed towards them. The greateſt part of the Women and Children thus 
barbarouſly expelled out of their. Habitations, periſhed in the City of 
Dublin And ſo great numbers of them were brought to their Graves, 
as all the Church-Yards within the whole Town were of too narrow a 
- compaſs to contain them. So as the Lords took Order to have two 
large pieces of new ground, one on each fide the River, taken in upon 
the Out-Greens, and ſet a-part for Burying-Places. Theſe were the me- 
morable Spectacles of Mercy, and of the great Commiſeration the Re- 
bels uſed to thoſe Ergii/h, to whom they gave their Lives for a Prey. 
But what their Sufferings were, before they could get out of the hands 
of thoſe bloody Villains, what ſtrange horrid Inventions they uſed to- 
wards them, torturing and maſſacring thoſe they there murder'd, 'is re- 
ſerved: to be more fully related in its proper place.

x ira State: They there erected ſeveral Courts of Ju- 
dicature, they made a new broad Seal, appointed ſeveral great Officers of

Way, though they had ſeaſonable Notice ta nt it, yet were they met 
with by the Rebels, totally routed, and moſt of them loſt. 

This Diſaſter befalling us, the Rebels believed themſelves Maſters of the 
whole Country, and our Boſom Enemies did no longer diſguiſe themſelves, 
for the whole Pale that ſeem'd to waver, and in a fort to deteſt the Re- 
bellion, declared for them, and immediately joyned with the Northern 
Rebels; whereupon enſued the Siege of Drogheda, which had not conti- 
nued long, when I viewing the Proviſion of Vieual and the Grain with- 
in the Walls, I eaſily obſerved that in a ſhort time we ſhould be diſtreſt 
for want of Proviſions ;- and perceiving there was a pretty Quantity of 
Corn in Stack at Greenhills, about half a Mile without the Eaſt- Gate, and 
that the Rebels were quartered- a Mils from it; on a Morning betimes 
[ cauſed Carriages: to be prepared, drew the Whole Garriſon into Arms, and 
diſpoſing two hundred, Foot and a Troop of Horſe unto the Conduct of 
Serjeant Major Lovell, with Inſtruction to iſſue forth, at one Gate; I took 


the like number of Horſe and Foot, and went ſuddenly forth at the Gate 


that led directly unto the Place; and before J was advanced a little above 
half way I met an i/þ Woman that lived without the Walls, who told

Men four only hurt, and two Horſes ſhot in this Service; for God fought 
for us, and from this time forth ſo diſmayed the Rebels, that afterwards

On St.” #hymas's Eve, at One of the Clock at Night, the Rebels came 
to aſſault the Town, and fell on with a great Shout; but we were pre- 
par'd for them, and gave them ſuch Entertainment as belonged to unwel- 
come Gueſts, whereby they loſt many, and toward the Morning with- 
drew to their Quarters. On New-year's Day, early in the Morning, I 
ſent forth a Party which kill'd ſome of the Rebels, burnt their Quarter,

mory of Man. That N ight I cxhorted the Officers to be very vigilant 
on their Guards, becauſe the Rebels might conceive us joyful and ſecure 
upon our received relief; and I could not go that Night abroad according 
to my cuſtam, in regard I had ſeveral Ditpatches to make to Dublin; and 
the Shipping were the next Day to return in caſa the Wind favour'd them, 
i would in no ſort be a hindrance unto. How my orders were ob- 
ſerved or neglected I will not mention, but about four of the Clock the 
next Morning, as I was bulily writing, I heard three Muskers;go off, aud 
ſoon after two others; and, as I apprehcnded, ( notwithſtanding the ſtor- 
my Weather) a kind of muttering Noile z n ſtarted from the 
Table, ſnatch'd up my Piſtols, and call'd to thoſe about me to follow me 
with ſpoed, for k beller d that the Rebels were gotten into the Town:

At 
the foot of the Bridge I found a Guard of my own Company ſettling 
themſelves to their Arms; thoſe I drew forth, and placed to maintain the 
Bridge until I Could inſtantly return unto them: And then making haſte 
to the Main- Guard, I found not there that Vigilancy I expected; but 
encreaſing the Alarm, with ſuch ſmall Strength as I.could ſuddenly ga- 
ther, I return'd and found my Enliga newly engag d with the Rebels at 
the end of the Bridge; him I relieved, and God proiper'd us ſo well, with 
the Concourſe of Offioers and Soldiers, that finally we ſcattered them, and 
had the killing of many, and took above fifty Pri .

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appeared a Man of Note, died the ſame Night of his Wounds.

I 


thought it a fir Opportunity to iſſue ſuddenly out of the Town, with in- 


tent to recover part of their Proviſions, and to fire the reſt, that could

'The Re- 
bels terrify'd and amaz'd with this ſudden and unexpected Aſſault, were 
ſoon routed by this Party alone, before the others I had appointed for their 
aſſiſtance were come up to them.

their Scaling Ladders behind them; and being well ply'd with Shot from 
the Walls, divers were hurt and ſlain, as a Boy reported who was Drum- 
mer to Sir Phelim O Neal, and had made his Eſcape from him that 
Morning. About Noon the ſame Day, we received another Relief of 
Men and Victuals that arrived wonderfully in one Tide, as the former 
had done, by God's ſingular Providence.  _ — 

The 27th of February, deſirous to repair a ſmall Loſs, I had received 
of Boys and Women that went a Foraging to Bewbeck, I iſſued forth to 
the fame Place with to new Companies ately come from Dublin, Fifty

in vain, and the Evening growing faſt, I turned on my Left Hand to-

This Intelligence was delivered me about Nine of the 
Clock in the Morning, and whether framed by the Rebels to terrify me, 
or really believed by a Reporter, I know not; but I, that I might not 
loſe the Advantage of time, cauſed five hundred Foot, with all the Horſe, 
to be inſtantly in Arms, and accompany'd with the Lord Moore, T march'd 
unto the Place, enter'd the Town, took the Caſtle, which the Soldiers 
pillaged, and fired the Houſes, that it might remain no future ſhelter for . 
the Rebels. Three Days. after, being ſtill Alarm'd with the Rebels For-

with me: But upon my nearer Approach, Sir Phelim perceiving I would 
not forſaxe my Advantage through Fear of the Number that were with 
him, he retired within the Gates, and there attended my coming, giving 
Fire from the Walls, which continued thick for a while, until the Valour

When I came to the ſide, I might ſee Sir Phelim O 
Neal with his Crue on Horſeback, on the top of an Hill on the other 
ſide the River, too far to be dealt withal; therefore I willed Lieutenant 
Colonel Biron to fall on that Part of the Town where the Wall was low 
and decay d, and had little other Defence than a Graff with Water not 
impaſſable; but on the ſudden I could hear one calling behind me, that 
' Marrow was charged by one hundred and twenty Horſe, and diſtreſt: 
Whereupon I cauſed the Foot to make a Stand, and return'd to the relief 
of Marrow, whom I met ſoon after coming from the Chace of the Rebels, 
having mer with no Oppoſition. This falſe Alarm being over, I purſu- 
ed my former Purpoſe, and willed the Foot to proceed; and taking Cap- 
tain Marrow and thoſe Horſe with me, I paſſed ſuddenly to the North-gate 
at which the Rebels rug out: The Gate I found open, and many arm's 
People haſtening forth: Thoſe we went regardleſly through, and made up 
to the Market-place, where I found no reſiſtance, every one having ſhifted

A while afterwards the Scots were earneſt with me to deliver the Ca- 
ſtle of Carling ford into their Hands; which had been a great Weakneſs in 
me to do, as it was Preſumption in them to deſire, without the Direction 
Sir Phelim O Neal and his Partiſans grew very jolly upon the Scots re- 
turn, and perſwaded themſelves of doing great Matters againſt me: But 
their Courage prov'd to be only in Words, for I drew forth ſome Days to- 
ether into a convenient Field near unto them; but finding that they 
id only put themſelves in Arms, and would no more now than formerly 
forſake their Strength to draw into Equality of Ground, notwithſtanding 
their Advantage of Numbers, I concluded they were in another ſort to b

Sale. I was wonderfully perplexed, and Sir John Borlace, his Majeſty's 
other Juſtice, and my ſelf, with the Council, daily aſſembled: We fpent 
the whole Time in ſending Complaints into England, both to King and 
Parliament; in the mean Time borrowing, taking up, and engaging the 


whole Board for Money, and all forts of Victual and Commodities con- 


rertiblevto the Soldiers Nele... fe 
Amidſt theſe Extremities his Majeſty's Letters came over, fignifying his 

Majefty's Sorrow, and: Diſability to relieve us, in regard of the Troubles 
in England. All Mens Eyes were on the Parliament, but no Succours in 
thoſe Times arriving from thence to ſupport the Forces, his Majeſty per- 
mitted a Treaty to be had with rhe /7;/þ touching a Ceſſarion of Arms, 
in caſe all other Helps were failing: Which was generally ſo — — 
to the Board, that moſt of them deſired to run any Fortune and Extre- 
mity of famiſhing, rather than yield unto it. And truly, I was fo much 
of that Opinion, that when the Marquis of Ormonde made offer that if 
he might be advanc'd 10000 J. part Victuals, part Shoes and Stockings, 
and part Money, that he wou —_— draw towards the Rebels, 

of the Field, or to forſake 


prove to them a future Subſiſtence. And when Theodore Scout and the 
reſt of the Merchants of Dublin had refuſed to advance the Money upon 
the Security of all the Lands of the whole Board, and the Cuſtoms of 
Dublin, for the Intereſt of the Money; I moved the Board, there being 


at that Time one and 2 ounſelſours preſent, and my ſelf of mean- 


eſt Fortune among them, every one for himſelf, out of his peeuliar

=. be treated on, and was in Sincerity of Heart as much hinder'd and delay'd

daily Relief and Money from England, whither Sir Thomas Hharton was 
employ'd with the ſad Stories of the Publick Miſeries. Thus was the 
Ceſſation laid afide for a while, Which was afterwards renewed at Gigen-

8 At that time Ouen O Neal fell into our Quarters, and took ſeveral Ca- 
ſtles, for want of competent Forces to oppoſe him Whereupon, under- 
ſtanding that Monroe with a flouriſhing Army of Scots was in the County 
of Ardmagh, and in three Days March might be brought to our Aſſiſt- 
ance; I moved the Board to write unto him, to advance his Forces, and 
joyn with us againſt. the Common Enemy. And becauſe the Meſſage 
might be the better accepted, Colonell Crawford was employ'd unto him 
with the aforeſaid Letter, and particular Advice and Perſwaſion from 
my ſelf to haſten his coming. How Colonell Crawford acquitted himſelf 
in the Diſcharge of this Truſt, will beſt appear by Monroes Anſwer, who 
had formerly intimated unto the Lord Maore his voluntary readineſs to 
joyn with us; but now invited, and that by a Power whereunto he was 
erde he refuſed to come, becauſe the Marquis of Or monde had not 
ſign'd the Letter ſent unto him, though he could not but be informed 
from Colonell Crawford, that the Marquis of Ormonde was abſent upon the 
Treaty; and that the Letter could not in Convenience of Time be tranſ- 
mitted unto him, returned, and ſent, with Expectation of that ſpeedy 
Remedy we were neceſſarily to reap by it. 
Now this Hope failing, as a broken Reed not to be rely d on, Colonel 
Monk was call'd from good Succeſs in the County of Wictlomu, to join 
with the Lord Moore for the Succour of Meath, where the Lord Moore 
was unhappily ſlain: Vet the Expectation of Victual and Relief from 
Eugland ſtop'd the haſty Progrets of the Ceſſation, until the Evening, as 
I take it, of the rith or 12th of September, à Fleet of Ships was diſ- 
covered near the Harbour, to the great Joy of all honeſt Hearts: But the 
| next Morning, one Captain Danske, that was come in with the Fleet of 
M Proviſions, and had landed the Night before, returned early on Ship- . 
EE” board, hoiſted Sail, forſook the Harbour, and compelled Seventeen Barks

3 On what Ground or Intelligence he did it, is yet unknown; but this fo

Sir John Borlace and my ſelf continued the Place of Juſtices until ab 
Chrifimas following, and chen by his Majeſtys Directton deliyerd up th 
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Charge at Drogheda, labour d to ſuppart that Garriſon, that in due time 
it might be ſerviceable to the Crown of England. And when the Sum- 


mer following the Scotch Forces advanc'd into Weſtmeath, returned by 
our Quarters, and lodged at Atherdee, they profeſt themſelves

oppoſite to our Party, and had proffer d ſome Acts of Hoſtility, yet did 


I not forbid nor hinder Proviſion to be ſent unto. them, as ſome Snarlers 


at all my Actions have untruly ſuggeſted: But the Truth is, they abound- 
ed in all Proviſions, and ſtaid at Atherdee but one Night, inſomuch that 
the Drink and other Neceſſaries that ſeveral Perſons of Drogbeda had pro- 
vided, could not come timely enough to them, as was deſire. 
About * or ten Days after that the Scorch Army was return'd in- 
to the North, the Earl of Caſtlebaven and Owen Roe O Neal, with all the 
triſ — came unto Atherdee, and remained in thoſe Parts, as I re- 
member, | 

they required the Benefit of the Market, for the buying of ſuch Provi- 


ſions as were needſul for them, and that the Town and Garriſon might 


ſpare: Which Demand agreeing with the Artieles of Ceſſation, could not 
be in reaſon abſolutely deny d by me, except I would draw their united 


Forces on Drogheda, the Garriſon being weak, and unable to <——_ them..

Neal, as I was informed. However, I caſt in many Rubs, and found ſe-

then indeed .I had Direction from Dublin to grant them their Deſire; 


whereupon I ſent for Mr. Alderman Geves, the preſent — of the

10860 Barrels of Wheat bought for their Uſe, I cauſed the Moiety to be

was carried forth by private "Perſons: to be ſold unto them. The whole 
Quantities are extant in the Exciſe-Books of Drogheda, not amounting in 
all to the value of 800 J moſt of it being in Beer, and of little Relief to 
the Ziſh Army; though much hath been ſpoken on this Subject to tra- 


duce me, by foul Mouths, and Perſons of unſound Hearts, which | bath ca- 


ſed me the rather thus far to inſiſt on this Particular. 
From that Time I continued conſtant in my Care and Charge, without

vice, and to the utter Ruin of the Engliſh Intereſt in this Kingdom. 

And that his Majeſty might rig = underſtand the Conditions of the 
iriſh, and the Nature and C at) their Demands, I was ſent among 
othets unto Oxford, with the Ds Paſt: Fuer, of the Treaty, and did ac- 
quit my ſelf with that Freedom in every Particular, as — the Loyalty 
and Fidelity I owe unto my King and Country. And at our Return 
from Oxfurd, all of us that were upon the aforeſaid Em. loyment were 
taken at Sea, between Hales and Ireland, and carried Priſoners unto Lon- 
don, and committed to the Tower: A bad Recompence of my Endea- 
yours. Vet I cannot juſtly complain, becauſe foul and falſe Accuſations 
were exhibited againſt me, which coming to be juſtified, had not ſo much 
as a Shadow of Truth. _ 

Afterwards I was enlarged on Exchange, and cominudd my Command 
in Ireland with the fame Duty, Zeal and Affection to the Service of my 
King and Country, as I had formerly done, And in purſuance thereof, 
the miſſioners ſent over by the Parliament being willing to — U 
my Employment, I embrac'd it with chearfulneſs, and in few Da 
from Dublin to Drogheda, with a ſmall Convoy of fifteen Faw he 
many more Officers of Quality and Valour, befides ſome Teles ger 
Merchants, we were —— by near Three Hundred Rebels choice 
Horſe, well arm'd and mounted; whom notwithſtanding, it being a Caſe 
of Nrceſſity, wo boldly ch kid che Captain that led them; and 
there, in the midſt of the Rebels, a young Man (t ſay no more of him, 
becauſe he was my Son) of fair Hopes was to my contihual un- 
fortunately ſlain. Afterwards we made good our Retreat Three Miles,! 
in it and in the firſt Place of Combat thoſe Eleven Men; and 
Lieutenant Colonell vor, a Gemleman of ſingular Worth and Vader. 
1 thoRebels much to baun of, bor they loſt Tow = 
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rage, when we met them ſome nine or ten Days after, at the Battle of 
Dungan Hill. At that Battle I led the Rear-guard of the Army, and ac- 
7 ſelf in that Days Service as became me; whereof the Parlia- 
ment, without any Motion or Expectation of mine, were pleas'd to take 
to take ſo far Notice as to vote me 200 J. A while after I fell into the 
County of Cavan, took a great Prey from the Rebels, burnt much of 
their Corn, and return'd without the Loſs of one Man. | 
In November following I had Notice, and gave Colonel Jones Advertiſe- 
ment of Owen Roe O Neal's N * March towards our Quar- 
ters; and this being Saturday in the Evening, I ſent immediately Directi- 
4 the Garriſons in thoſe Parts, 


conſiſting of two Regiments and five Troops, to be with me at 777 on 


Monday Morning following: And accordingly ſeven Troops came to me, 
as the reſt might have done to the Advantage of the Service, but did ic 


not at that Time. With theſe ſeven Troops I followed the Rear-guard 
of O Neal, and ſometimes on his Flank, from Monday till Thur/day fol- 
lowing, taking and killing divers of his Men that were left to fire out 


Quarters z by which Means I preſerved much of the Country from Spoil. 


On Thurſday in the Afternoon the reſt of the Horſe came up to me; and 
alſo I received a Letter from Colonel Jones, in any caſe to joyn with him, 
near Dublin, if poſſibly I could; which I effected at Donſin three Miles from 
Dublin, between ten and eleven that Night, 'The next Morning we march'd 
after Owen Roe, and before Night overtook him with his Army, between 


Katothe and Garriſlown. That we then fought not with him, he being on 
his Retreat in a kind of flying Poſture, was the Advice and Counſel of warier 


Men than my ſelf; for Advantage ought not to be loſt through the Fear of 
the Number of the Enemy, fince the flight of the baſer Sort ſerves to rout 
the moſt valorous; and we had many hopeful Reaſons to make a Tryal of at 
that Time: But Colonel Jones, though not ignorant of the Occaſion, yet 
would not be perſwaded by me; but delay d the Execution of it till the 
next Day, which Owen Roe, by ſtealing away that Night utterly prevented. 
Not long after I enter'd into the County of Weſtmeath with a conſi- 
derable party of Horſe and Foot, took in the Town of Foore and another 
Caſtle, and burnt them; with ſeveral other Places, and abundance of Corn 
in Store and Stack, as far as Multefarnam, inſomuch that when I was re- 
turned with a great Prey, the Rebels ſent from Mullingar to offer them- 


| ſelves under Contribution. In my way to Weſtmeath Major Cadogan with 


a Party of Foot took in a ſtrong Houſe that before the Rebellion belong- 
ed to himſelf with a Neſt of fifteen or ſixteen Notorious Rebels. Other

went through the waſted Town of Cavan, paſt by Ballybays and other 
Places, and met Colonel Monck on the Borders, between the Counties 


of Cavan and Monaghan. Between us we took a great Prey from the Re- 
bels, diſtreſt them in all Places where they made Oppoſition, which was 
not conſiderable; inſomuch that though they loſt much Cattle, few were 
ſlain in the defence of them. I afterwards made other Roads to the ſame 
Purpoſe, and ever with happy returns. 


In 7uly Colonel Jones ſent me two Culverins with a Party of Foot from 


Dublin, to ſtrenghthen thoſe I could conveniently draw from: Drogheda 
and the Garriſons about me, that I might be enabled to go before Ballj- 
hoe and other Holds and Caſtles of the Rebels, which much annoyed our 
Frontiers; and Colonel Monck drew forth a Party out of Dundalk, and 
ſat down on the other fide of Ballzhoe, in the County of Monaghan. The 
next Morning after my Arrival I ſent forth a Party, and took in a Caſtle 
that defended a Paſs on Logan Water, between Colonel Monk and my ſelf. 
The Rebels in Ba/lyhoe were:confident of their Strength, and comforted 


with Expectation of Relief, which made them bold and Reſolute to en- 
dure the Battery, and defend the Place: But when the breach appear'd in 


ſome ſort aſſaultable, they beat a Parley; and though we were at firſt re- 
ſoly'd not to liſten to them, in regard of their Obſtinacy, yet at laſt we 
condeſcended to ſorbear a little, and hear their Demands; and thereupon 


ſome of the Officers and Soldiers appearing more openly chan formerly, in 

Confidence of the Parley, the Rebels inſtantly gary Fire upon us. Colo- 
| ſe together, a Bullet paſt 

through one of the Culyerin Ladles, and in the deſcent touch'd my Hat, 


nel Monck and my ſelf ſtanding on the Battery c 


and fell on Colonel Moxck's Strap of his Buff Hangers and Girdle, cut them 
both through, and reſted in his Buff Coat without farther Hurt; but Co- 
lonel Ponſopy was ſhot in the Leg, a, little below the Knee: Whereupon 
we gave preſent Order to fall on, as we were formerly prepar'd to do; and 


by God's Aſſiſtance took it by Aſſault, putting all to the Sword (for the 


moſt part) that were found in it, which were many, in regard moſt of 
the Rebels that inhabited thereabouts were retired thither.

I was inform'd that the 
like Proceeding was intended againſt my ſelf, and that I. was the firſt in the

abroad, the Time was not then ſeaſonable: Whereupon I wrote to Colo- 
nel Jones, that I underſtood I was drawn into ſuſpicion through ſome 
malicious Repreſentation of me in England; and therefore that I might 
not be prejudicial to him and the Service of Ireland, nor receive ſo bad: a 
Recompence of my many Hazards and faithful Endeavours againſt the Re-
